It recjuires now 
a large outlay to be a successful broom corn 
grower. The pioneers ol this crop curec1 


then brush in oki stables and shed-, and 
cleaned it on cylinders inn bv hot-e power, 
a uoy, 01 soim'tnm s in a pmcii in the ab- 
sences of the boj, a girl of the family 
dnving the horse', and the lured man hold- 
ing the brush b> hand on the cjlmder. 
There are quite a number of hugerless men 
in this section as the result of that proctss. 
Now they hiue built immense stud-wtl 
roofed and ananged for the perfect curing 
ot the brush, and their self feeding cylin- 
ders are run by steam.

They cu 
the stalk in what is called "the bout," leav- 
ing about ten inches ot the stalk clear of 
the brush pait, and these "talks- they de 
posit la piles at intervals on the table*. 
Some ot these cutters become very dextei- 
ous, maintaining a moderate walk wbilt 
seeming every stalk. These are the valu- 
able hands and command the highest wages. 
They are the "old-timers." Nearly every 
gang hay its professional boss whoso func- 
tions are somewhat like the male of a river 
steamer. 


"The brush, having been broken and cut 


to the extent of five acres, is haded on 
wagons and hauled to the shed. 
There all 


hands gather as shown in the shed scene, 
and clean the corn, putting the cleaned 
brush away in layers on racks iu the shed 
for drying. 
As soon as it is thoroughly 


cured, which takes about a week or ten 
days, according to the weather, it is bulked 
down in mass, and ii then ready for baling. 
This gives original shed room for the brush 
which is still to be cut. 
The baling is done 


in a strong box apparatus by great pressuie 
and a full broomcorn bale should weigh 
about 350 pounds. The brush is never baled 
until thoroughly cured, and as soon as baled 
is ready for the market. 
The broomcorn 


harvest lasts about six weoks. 
The dealer 


ascertains the quality of the brush by pull- 
ing a sample from the bale with nippers, if 
he has not seen the crop in the shed. 


"J. D. Blood of the firm of J D. Blood & 


Co. of Amsterdam and New York, the 
largest manufacturer of b'ooms in the 
world, is a familiar figure on the streets of 
Areola each autumn. T. Peck, also of 
Amsterdam, deals largely here. L. H. 
Smith, Pittsbnrg, Pa.; R. C. Norman & Co., 
Baltimore, Md.; Perry & White, Urbai a, 
O.; the Merkle-Wiley Broom Corn Co , 
Paris, 111., and the Southwestern Broom 
Co., Evanville, Ind., all deal largely here. 
II. A. Nelson & Son, of Canada, pay their 
annual visit, leaving many solid dollars of 
the Dominion in this town as do T. S. 
Simrns & Co.,of St. John, New Brunswick. 
There is not. in point of fact, an extensive 
broom manufacturing establishment in the 
United States that has not Its representa- 
tive here every year. A singular feature in 


connection with this product is that no 
arge manufacturing establishment has yet 
seen able to survive lor any length of time 
in the neighborhood where the brush is 
raised, and that this product has never 
been the object of speculation on 'Change. 
These are two matters in economics which 
the able social scientists who are settling 
'verything on paper should next tackle"."
